I "It  Is  live  feeling  of  the  members 
of  the  court  represented  oh  this 
tribunal  that  Judges  should  not 
enter  into  newspaper  controversy  or 
seek  through  the  press  or  from 
public  forums  to  explain  and  justify 
their  ant*. 

Nevertheless  they  should  not 
hesitate  from  the  bench  to  slate 
the  general  law  on  matters  of  great 
public  importance  so  that  the  public 
may  be  better  Informed.
